In the basement of his modest home here, Effinger sat at a roll- 


top desk, a black two-gallon hat pushed back on his bald head, and a 
white statuette of a hooded figure looking down upon him. 


"America today is cursed with too much liberty," he said. 


His words supplemented a typewritten statement he had prepar- 


ed, In which he denied knowing^- 
anything about the alleged Black 
Legion killing in Detroit. It said 
the black legion deplores anything 
of that nature. 


The statement claimed that the 


Black Legion has 6,000,000 mem- 
bers. 


Effinger. a large man with a 


booming 
voice, 
merely smiled 


when asked questions concerning 
the strength of the order in Ohio 
and its leadership. 


"This is a secret organization," 


he said. 


He denied emphatically that the 


Black Legion intends to establish 
a dictatorship. 


"Why 
should we do that?" he 


asked. 


"A two-party system is the 


only system," he said. "That's the 
way it always has been in this 
country. We are not political. We 
approve the best man for any of- 
fice. These liquor men have got to 
be curbed- Liquor is the curse of 
the country." 


Effinger twice has been a can- 


didate for 
Al!en-co sheriff. 
He 


came to Lima 20 years ago and 
engaged in the electrical contract- 
ing business. He formerly was a 
Ku Klux Klan member, he said. 


"I'm not hiding from anybody 


and never have and never will," 
Effinger told a reporter. 


Members of Effinger's family 


said they would be glad "wffen all 
this publicity is over.

Enough is being pro- 
duced to furnish every man, woman and 
child his quota. 


Milk producers and distributors con- 


tend that the consumer is not paying too 
much to permit him to drink his fill, but 
that he has been spoiled. They feel that a 
larger part of the family income should go 
into the milk budget. The fact remains, 
however, that people are 
not 
drinking 


enough milk and cooks are using it spar- 
ingly. The result is a loss all the way back 
to the producer.
